During 
the 18th century, commerce expanded greatly. Governors up- 
pointed by the crown spent a lot of money beunli Tying tliu city. 

In l $70 the French government wm tnftisf erred to Bordeaux 
from Tours when the Genrauis were approaching, Bordeaux 
again became the steal of French government when Paris was

About half way between Cannes ami Nice is t lie smaller resort 
diy of Antjufs. The prewar population of Cannes* year-round 
residents wok ahmi 51X000, while that of Am tWs was abntll M ,000. 
The town wns fonnei-Jy fortified, but till the rampart* except old 
Foot Carre have been demolished, 

Antibes lies between two little bays on the Gulf of Nice and on 
f he west side of ( w* t> Antiiiek, u \ wo-mitedong peninsula . Its re- 
sort aims were always considered less expensive than those of 
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Cuiim*' and Sice. The name Antibes emnes from I- he word Ahti± 
ft&Iixj meaning * facing the eity n (of Nice), The community was 
founded about &tu fj, C.
